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SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 

I A’  SeptenihiT,  we  the  yr.uluatiiiii’  ela.ss  of  hhi,  entered  the  11.  S.  Lihrarj 

of  leai'iiiiig.  Some  of  ns  eanie  a little  sooner;  however  we  :ill  eanie  with  that 
same  feeling  of  ambition  to  do  things  worth  wJdle.  We  were  eager  to  see  what  this 
gray  l)nilding  eonhl  }>ossihly  ha\e  in  store  for  ns.  Some  wei'e  scai’ed,  and  others 
were  too  e.xeited  to  kmnv  what  they  were  doing. 

Onr  npperelassmen  seemed  to  take  mneh  interest  in  us.  I’lie  Sophomores 
gave  ns  a great  weleome  at  onr  initiation;  and  party,  ddiey  know  that  we  had  onr 
greatest  and  most  interesting  hooks  of  life  to  read,  and  they  wanted  to  see  ns  well 
|)re])ared. 

This  lihrary  was  divided  iido  lour  large  rooms  or  years.  The  first  heing  the  room 
for  the  Freshmen  and  may  he  railed  the  first  year  of  high  seliool.  ddie  second  was  the 
room  for  the  Sophomores,  and  the  third  was  the  I'oom  for  the  Juniors,  d’he  fourth 
was  the  largest  and  most  imjairtanl.  This  uas  the  i-oom  we  ail  loved  so  well  and 
hated  so  badly  to  leave.  We  knew  that  we  would  miss  it  terribly. 

'the  hooks  in  the  first  room  of  the  lilirary  seemed  a little  complicated.  They  were 
stacked  in  the  shelves  waiting  to  he  opened  and  studied.  Algehra  was  ratlier  hard  to 
get  used  to  hut,  to  me,  Latin  was  the  l)ook.  There  seemed  to  he  so  inany  ])hrases  and 
clauses  we  had  nevei’  heard  of,  hut  may  we  not  say  “l)etter  late  than  never.”
